la r a nd m a ny cornered, w h ile one is oc­ 
ca siona lly m et w ith w hich is sm ooth 
us a brick or a cem ent pa ving stone. 
Proba bly you ha ve never hea rd of a 
ma n (or w om a n either, fur tha t m a tter) 
“ m eeting w i t h ” a shooting sta r in a ny 
of his wa nderings. 
Let us see h ow such

T he shooting sta r is origina lly a m in ­ 
ia ture world, revolving a rouud the sun 
w ith a s m uch regula rity us the ea rth, 
J upiter, V en u s or Ma rs.

Half a dozen remedies for 
indigestion are thus sold, some contain­ 
ing pepsin as the active principle, oth­ 
ers containing soda mint, some bismuth, 
some charcoal or more powerful disin­ 
fectants. 
Home are designed to remove 
acidity of tie* stomach; others to attack 
a eatarrhul condition. Others are to pro­ 
voke appetite, and stall others are to 
promote one or another natural func­ 
tion. A dozen headache cures are sold in 
this fashion, and the different emolli­ 
ents for the throat are almost innumera­ 
ble. 
There are grip tablets, liver tab­ 
let» , heart, lung and brain tablets. 
Persons who have eschewed patent 
medicines all their lives buy these tab 
lets of one sort or another, 
because 
most of thorn aro supposed to bo well 
recognized remedies, 
Most of the tab- j 
lets are advertised only in medical jotir i 
nalfi, in accordance with tho require- | 
merits of the medical code, and many ; 
of thmn, no doubt, have obtained their 
popularity through their use by reputa­ 
ble physicians. 
Quinine, which is now extremely 
cheap, is sold largely in tho fprm of 
\Wa grain pills or in larger pills con- j 
tabling iron. 
Although 
believed by 
many physicians to he a dangerous rem­ 
edy, it has long been self prescribed by 
all sorts of persons, especially in mala- j 
rial regions, and it is one of the rente* j 
dies most frequently bought without 
prescription.
